That was the picture as a 


sudden power failure struck 
the heart of the city Monday. 


The power failure hit thou- 


sands of buildings in a 500 
block section of upper Man- 
hattan, leaving half a million 
people without elevators, air 
conditioning, traffic lights, or 
any of the complex systems 
that keep a great city func- 
tioning smoothly. 


Power Restored 


The power failure began in 


mid-afternoon yesterday, and 
gradual restoration continued 
into the early morning hours 
today. 


Power was completely re- 


stored to the area at 2:42 a.m. 
today, almost 13 hours after 
it went off. 


The mercury was near 90 


when power went off, and the 
humidity was suffocating. 


Suddenly every intersection 


became a traffic jam. 


Then the recovery began. 


In hospitals, emergency lights 
came on. Extra police poured 
into the area, 
straightened 


out the traffic. 


Police sent emergency gen- 


erator trucks to Mount Sinai 
hospital, where nine polio pa- 
tients in iron lungs depended 
on auxiliary power. 


Subways Stop 


Subways, which have inde- 


pendent power and were stop- 
ped when signal lights went 
out, began to crawl, as work- 
ers with red lanterns sig- 
nalled that the way was clear 
ahead. 


Apartment dwellers began 


to find out how 'it feels to 
climb stairs. 


And then darkness came, 


and 
New Yorkers 
in the 


stricken area saw the eerie 
spectacle of a city without 
lights. 


In hospitals, they faced the 


problem of getting expectant 
mothers to delivery rooms 
without elevators. At least one 
child was delivered 
wavering beam of a 
light.

Where Was Adm. Rickover Educated? 


Vice Adm. Hyman Rickover, fresh from 


his trip with Vice President Nixon to Rus- 
sia and his birthplace in Poland, has 
sounded off again about American educa- 
tion. "Our really great race with the 
Soviet Union is in education." he told his 
fellow Americans. "The nation that wins 
this race will be the potentially dominant 
power." 


The admiral then went on to compare 


the amounts of chemistry, physics, foreign 
language and mathematics taught in Rus- 
sian and Polish schools and in the United 
States. V/e come out poorly in his judg- 
ment. Russian secondary school graduates. 
the admiral thinks, know as much as Amer- 
icans who have finished two years of col- 
lege. "They are graduating more qualified 
scientists and enginoers from their uni- 
versities than we are." 


.Moreover, "I searched far and wide in 


Russia and Poland and could not find a 
single, drum majorette. Nor did / hear of a 
ungle school where the principal was an ex- 
athletic coach." Polish students go to school 
MX hours a day, six days a week, 10 months 
a year. "They do not spend their time 
collecting milk hollies or old newspapers 
or taking courses in 'How To Find A 
Mate ' "

advanced courses In many departments for 
the qualified student.

side of the picture. How many Russian stu- 
dents, for instance, have read Dr. Zhivago 
or Shakespeare? How much history do they 
learn? Obviously it is all pumped to them 
from the propaganda 
fountains in the 


Kremlin. Learning another language is ad- 
mirable, but learning to live with other 
peoples is even more important. 


What of ethics and respect for opinions 


of others? If the educational systems in 
Russia and Poland are so grand why . 
haven't these cultured graduates risen up 
and thrown off the tyrants? The admiral 
is confusing the development of an edu- 
cated person with the mass production of 
robots. 


We agree that a great problem between 


the communist states and the free world is 
the ability of the former to turn out scien- 
tists who could destroy the world. But even 
that does not justify the same type of sys- 
tem In this country. A democracy, by its 
very nature, must be somewhate ineffi- 
cient. The tolerance a republic demands 
suffers fools as well as geniuses. Adm. 
Rickover would have been liquidated long 
ago if we had the type of government in 
which an educational system like that in 
Russia could grow.'
